a. Sometiine in 1959 19^0 Dr. STEIWLE first visited 

Subject at his business tn Lindau. He was accompanied 
by his wife, Heins *PANMVJIT?: ((^ 1) and PAMNWITZ’ 

vfife. At the tirglns of’ K'IBDEtM (Meirtta ♦V.IEDEfnANK ; 
3DN~279877 ) * PANHV'ITZ wanted to vrrite a book Jointly 
vdth Subject for the rehabilitation of the ES by- 
presenting an account of certain events and experiences 
during the war. PAN!IWIT?. was then without work, 
although drawing a pension despite his former Gestapo 
raembershlp. Later he came active for the Bausparverein 
V’uestenfot. *“ 


On this occasion STEXMliE said only that he had spent 
some years in Russian captivity and was nov; xvorking 
as a Studicnrat in filhelrasburg (?) near Havensburg 
in a large’ private school. 

V/hen DTEIMLE visited Subject for the second time, 
probably in early 1961, he brought Dr. HUEGEL 
along. They were; waiting for Subject at his hoese 
one evening and stayed a relatively short time. 

HUEQEL is believed to have said that he v/as employed 
in the legal department of Porsche in Friedrichshafen , 
Subject raised the question of educational 
possibilities for his daughter. It was probably then 
that STKIMIS asked Eubjeot if he would go to work 
again in Intelligence- At flx'st Subject refused 
in principle, but then qualified this, saying he 
would work, if his family’s needs could all be 
taken care of. Some time later STEIMiE telephoned 
subject and arranged for another visit. Upon 
STEIMLE’s ai*rivol it was clear that this was not Just 
a formal visit and Subject asked what STEIMLE was 
interested in.

Dr. HUEGEL was with Amt Vi's BdS ( Befehlshaber der Sipol 
office in Verona in March 19^^ • He lived in Piazza Exedra, Rome, 
and was probably attached to the SD office there in August 
19^3: returned to Berlin with a list of potential Russian agents 
in the East in August 19 ^ 3 ! concerned with purchase of instruments 
and the organization of sabotage operations in Rome in December 
19^3; visited Verona in February 19^^ and took up his duties 
there in the following month; last reported in September 19^4 
in Verona . 

2. Munich files contain the following traces: 

a. Memoranda dated June-July 1948: Dr. Klaus HUEGEL 

had visited Dr. Erich HENGELHAUPT C_ ' ex 
SS Lt. Colonel formerly of RSHA Amt VI ; in 
Frankfurt who had suggested that he might have 
a position open for HUEGEL. At this time HENGELHAUPT 
appears to have been a British agent, and allegedly also 
was active for the French. HUEGEL also had been 
in contact with General DRO aka Tostamad CANAIAN aka 
KANAJAN, an admitted agent for UPHILL. KANAJAN 
claimed to be working for HENGELHAUPT. In this 
same context a Frau HUEGEL is reported -as the land- 
lady for General DRO and the mistress of a Frenchman 
named CARDINAL who allegedly worked for the French 

' IS. Note : although hot proven, it seems that 

Frau HUEGEL is somehow related to Dr. HUEGEL. 

b. In March 1950 ! (MGLA -148,8:) , Dr . iHUEGEL,; former RSHA 
Gruppenleiter 'VI B, was reported as a chief agent 
for the French IS cover firm OMNIA Kommanditgesellschaft 
Prannerstr. 4, Munich, Germany. HUEGEL was further 
identified as having served in Verona as RSHA- 
Eeauf tragter with the Be f ehl shaber of the Security Polic^ 
after being relieved as deputy of RSHA Amt VI B. 

He allegedly was recruited for OMNIA by Johannes 
MUELLER, former chief of the Slcherheltspollzel 
in Lublin. 
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Information dated 1953 (EGQA-15095 ;a April; EGMA-^ 
June): reports that Malvina GRUBER, a former courier 

for the Rote Kapelle during WW II, visited Munich 
in 1953 and was seeking out former RSHA Amt VI and IV' 
personnel. Among them was Obersturmbahnfuehrer 
HUEGEL alias BERG v/ho in 1953 was supposed to be in 
the Stuttgart/Karlsruhe area. 


Memorandum dated May 1959: a Fraeuleln HUROEL 

from Heidelberg, friend of Heinz PANNWITZr 
former RSHA Amt M officer), visited Munich and 
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was planning to see "Mellta”.' Comment ; "Melita" 
is probabl-y. identical with Melitta WIEDEMANN 
(IDN-2-79877) > active v/ith German IS during WV/ II. 

It seems probable that Fraeuleln HUEGEL is related 
to Dr. HUEGEL and may be identical with Kaete HUEGEL, 

"■ Heldelberg/Pfofrengrund, who was a friend of PAMNWITZ. 

e. Information in 1961 (EGr4A-54269, 5 Aprils EGMW-i05:29y 
5. May; ■EGM\'/-ip,632, 5 May): 

These dispatches report that Dr. Klaus HUEGEL . former , Amt VI B 
chief, is now working as a Prokutist for Porsche -Diesel , 
Prledrichshafen, Bodensee, accoraing to UPHILL sources. The same 
sources state that HUEGEL has associated with SS General WOLE, 
SKORZENY and PANNWITZ since WW II . . The latter two dispatches 
forward Headquarters traces on HUEGEL. 

3 . Comments :' HUEGEL had been chief of RSHA Amt VI B 3 
during part of V/W II and as such probably served under Dr. 

Eugen STEIMLE (201-:^^^^ In April 19^2, STEIMLE mentioned 

in conversation with a KUBARK staffer that HUEGEL was then in 
Algiers, would return to Stuttgart in early May to seek new housing, 
and was working v/lth Porsche. As has been reported elsewhere 
STEIMLE has definite UPHILL connections’ and apparently maintains 
current contact with HUEGEL. Given HUEGEL' s apparent continuing 
activity in intelligence since the war, it is reasonable to assume 
that he may be occasionally called upon for intelligence matters 
by UPHILL, probably through Dr. STEIMLE. 
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
